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REQUESTS COMING 
INTO WASHINGTON 


Washington, August 6—(A.P.) 
—The concentrated effort of gov­ 
ernment agencies was bent today 
to the task of ascertaining ac­ 
curately the needs of th? drought, 
stricken country . 
While requests for relief were 
pouring in, the department of 
agriculture and the farm board, 
at the 
direction 
of President 
Hoover, engaged in determining 
both ex isting conditions and the 
measures the government could 
employ to assist the suffering ag­ 
ricultural states. The president 
ex pects a report to be placed be­ 
fore him Monday . 
A desolation equalling the de­ 
struction of floods, tornadoes or 
earthquakes was described to the 
president in a telegram for aid 
Jispatehed last night by Gover­ 
nor Sampson of Kentucky . A plea 
for a proclamation for nation­ 
wide pray er meetings to ask di- 
/ine aid for rain came to the 
chief ex ecutive from Alex andria, 
just across the Potomac from the 
capital. Food for humans as well 
as cattle was asked in an appeal 
from the Virgin Islands. 
Meanwhile reports of showers 
continued to come from many 
sections but none told of steady , 
soaking downpours scuh as are 
needed to 
save parched 
crops 
and furnish feed for vast herds 
of cattle. 
A ray of hope came from pre­ 
liminary observations of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture, which 
held that if August and Septem­ 
ber produce normal rainfalls feed 
grain crops may be harvested in 
Jair quantities. 
These would be better 
than 
x verage in 
New England 
and 
the southeast, average in Wis­ 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa, South 
Dakota and Nebraska. The y ields 
of Tex as, Oklahoma, Kansas and 
parts of Colorado and New Mex i­ 
co would be a little below average 
while four-fifths of the grains 
might be saved even now in Ohio, 
ndiana, Illinois, Missouri, Arkan­ 
sas, 
and 
Alabama. 
A 
three- 
fourths y ield would result in the 
strip bordering 
the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers to the gulf. 
”It was a big -if,” 
however, 
that governed these hopes as the 
weather 
bureau, ex perts 
still 
sought in vain for signs of real 
relief ahead. The river regions 
presented the worst case. Even 
the possible three-fourths crop 
in Kentucky , Ohio, Indiana, Illi­ 
nois, and Missouri would force 
farmers to sell their livestock or 
purchase feed. 
Governor Sampson told 
the 
president this situation already 
had 
overtaken 
tlie 
Kentucky 
farmers. 
-Many fine herds of cattle and 
sheep are being shipped to gult- 
ted market where they bring ten 
percent of value because owners 
feel they cannot afford to buy 
eed, he telegraphed, -and this 
wiil make scarce good livestock 
for succeeding y ears and m ateri­ 
als re ard agricultural progress; 
prize dariy herds 
are likewise 
passing.”

Water shortages are threaten­ 
ing in some cities, and a serious 
water shortage menace is being 
faced at the Indiana state penal 
farm a t Putnamville, according 
to Capt. Ralph Howard, superin­ 
tendent of the institution, who 
believes that the supply will not 
last longer than three weeks if 
some relief does not come. 
A ninety -minute rain y ester­ 
day afternoon at Muncie served 
not only to bring about cooler 
temperatures, but was a 
great 
benefit to the com and tomato 
corps. A heavy windstorm accom­ 
panied the 
rain and 
brought 
some damage to trees, however. 
Prank N. Wallace, state ento­ 
mologist, said today th at the se­ 
vere drought is certain to ex ­ 
terminate many corn borers. He 
said th at he ex pects a report 
within a few day s from Paul Ull- 
man, assistant entomologist who 
is in eharge of the corn borer 
co ntro l headquarters at Auburn. 
Wallace said that co nsiderable 
damage to trees may be expected 
if the co ntinued dry weather pre­ 
vails. He po inted o ut that artifi­ 
cial resto ratio n canno t be used 
fo r trees unless water is used in 
large quantities. If a united effo rt 
were to be made in Indianapo lis 
to save trees by sprinkling, the 


water supply would not last two 
day s, Wallace asserted. 


Chicago, Aug. 6—(A.P.)—The 
center of the heat wave had ap­ 
parently shifted to the east to­ 
day leaving the citizens of the 
mid-continnent less uncomfort- 
iable but the crops still in danger. 
Scattered showers and cooler 
winds brought 
some relief to

Restricted water diets and forest 
fires emphasized the seriousness 
of the situation in Mary land.

POPULATION OF U. S. 
SHOWS GOOD GROWTH 


W ashington, August 
5—(/P)— 
The. p op ulation of continental 
Unitecj, States on the basis of of­ 
ficial p relim inary census figures 
is 122,728 ,8 73. 
This figure was comp iled to­ 
night from official 
announce­ 
m ents given 
Associated 
Press 
bureaus of census sup ervisors in 
the various states after comp let­ 
ing the enum eration which be­ 
gan Ap ril 2. 
Only one district in the U nit­ 
ed States—in Clearfield county , 
Pennsy lvania — was incomp lete, 
but a p relim inary estim ate to­ 
night by the census sup ervisor 
p laced its p op ulation at 1,319. 
The total figure for the U nit­ 
ed States’ p op ulation is ,how­ 
ever, subject to revision in the 
Census Bureau’s 
official 
an ­ 
nouncem ent which is not ex ­ 
p ected for another week or more. 
Territories 
of 
the 
United 
States and outly ing p ossessions 
not included in the continental 
United States total, bring the 
nation’s grand total of p op ula- 


; tion to 137,501,561. 
This figure 
I includes an estim ate of the Phil- 
i ip p ine Islands whose census is 
controlled by the insular gov­ 
ernm ent which has not made an 
enum eration for several y ears. 
Continental United States had 
105,710,620 p eop le ten y ears ago, 
while the nation with its outly ­ 
ing p ossessions totaled 117,8 59 ,- 
395. 
The country had its largest 
num erical increase for contin­ 
ental United $tates in its his­ 
tory during the last ten y ears, 
desp ite 
restricted immigration 
and a declining birth rate. There 
was an increase of 
17,018 ,253 
p eop le in the decade, comp ared 
with 
the p revious 
record in ­ 
crease for a ten-y ear p eriod of 
15..977,691, made between 
1900 
and 1910. 
In rate of growth, the last dec­ 
ade made a better showin than 
th at which ended in 1920. The 
increase was 16.1 p er cent, com­ 
p ared with 14.9 p er cent from 
1910 to 1920, and 21.0 p er cent 
from 1900 to 1910.

of men believed to have lived in 
Nebraska five or ten thousand 
y ears ag o are soug ht by the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska this sum­ 
mer. 
A 
university 
party 
under 
direction of Dr. W. D. Strong , 
professor of anthropolog y , has 
set out for eastern and southern 
Nebraska. They are cooperating 
with the Smithsonian Institu­ 
tion. 
Five hundred y ears ag o can­ 
nibalism, or human 
sacrifice, 
apparently was practiced near 
Murray in Cass county . 
Split 
and charred remains of human 
bones are found on dwelling 
sites there. 
Fifteen feet below the present 
surface near Murray an exten­ 
sive villag e site has been re­ 
vealed by the cutting of a creek. 
There are two sites, one above 
the other, separated by two teet 
of water borne clay . Dr. Strong 
estimates the ag e o f these v il­ 
lag es at 500 y ears. 
He assig ns an age o f 5,000 to 
10,000 y ears to a site o n the 
Platte river near Ashland. Fos­ 
silized bones an d crude n in t in ­ 
struments indicate hu m an hab i­ 
tation here. 
Some o f the b o n es ap p ear to 
have been b ro ken an d b u rn ed. 
They were fo u n d in glacial gra­ 
vel in a'creek b ed ab o u t 12 feet 
below the p resen t su rface. 
“ Nebraska," say s Dr. Stro n g, 
“ is located in the heart o f the 
plains cu ltu re area an d in addi­ 
tion is crossed by two great riv er 
valley s which were the roads o f 
prehistoric as well as histo ric 
mig rations. 
"We hav e already ab u n dan t 
evidence th at m an has liv ed in 
Neb raska 
man y

when we kn o w his histo ry here, 
m u ch light win b e tn ru wn o n 
American archeo lo gy gen erally .”
